SAYS IT WOULD MEAN WHITE SLAVERY. 


Ex-Grand Master Sweeney on Mr. Ashley’s 
Remedy for Railway Strikes. 

Railway employés denounce the scheme 
proposed by Vice-President Ashley of the To- 
ledo and Ann Arbor railroad as a remedy for 
strikes and labor troubles by enlisting railway 
employés into the railroad service on a mili- 
tary basis and then place them under martial 
law in case of a strike or refusal to couple a 
car or throw a switch. Frank Sweeney, ex- 
Grand Master of the switchmen and now ed- 
itor ot the Switchmen’s Journal, said: 

It would mean the introduction of white slav- 
ery. It would lead to a rebellion. All railway 
men would then ask as a condition prec- 
edent to securing employment to take the oath 
of allegiance to the United Stetes. Are we in a 
state of revolt? Did not our boys offer their 
lives for the defense of the Union as well as did 
any railroad’s General Manager? This is our coun- 
try, and before our rights are wrested from us 
we will make a standing fight. Ashley wants the 
1,000,000 — employés of the United States to 
subject themselves to military discipline so that 
they may be drum-head court-martialed for any 
trifling mistake. Our government has not yet 
degenerated to the point where the workingmen 
can be treated as slaves and their employers as 
masters. 


MAY CARRY THE CASE TO THE COURTS, 


Strong Objections to the Closing of Wood- 
lawn and Madison Avenues, 

The vigorous protests made against the pro- 
posed closing 5 of Woodlawn and Madison 
avenues are likely to crystallize in an organ- 
ized resistance through the courts. Residents 
of that portion of the city south of Midway 
Plaisance, comprising the population of the 
villages of Brookdale, Parkside, Windsor 
Park, and neighboring towns, will, 1t is said, 
unite in the institution of legal proceedings 
directed against the city and the Worid’s 
Fair ‘corporation.

ENNOBLES THE PLAY. 


SIGNORA DUSE ENAOTS THE LEAD- 
ING BOLE If “FEDORA” 


She Is Greeted by a Small Audience at 
Hooley’s, bat thé ‘Asting Is Worthy ofa 
More Cordial SUpport—Makes Living 
Characters, Not Striking Scenes—She 
Never Rises ta a Situation, but When 

’ Situations Come to Her She Is Ready- 
Swedish Singers at the Auditortum. 


The Italian Actress of the Tristful Mien 
made her second appearance at Hooley’s be- 
fore the smallest audience she is likely to 


greet during her present engagement. She 
played the Russian heroine of M. Sardou’s 
play, Fedora —a play which is not worthy 
of her t and delicate art, be. 
cause the piece is more a dit 
of mechanism than it is a work of art. 
Signora Duse on this occasion raised the 
drama to a plane of art to which it is not in- 
triasically entitled, giving it a naturalness it 
does not of itself possess, She softened its 
sensationalism and gave the audience one 
living character, whereas the author tried only 
to give a series of exciting situations. 

One expected to find a flavor of aristocratic 
distinction in Fedora, as opposed to the bohe- 
mian frankness of Camille; but one was not 
keen enough to perceive this quality, if it 
existed. Fedora was not distinguished in 
manner, but was perfectly simple and woman- 
ly. Her tones conveyed authority, but not 
the indefinable manner of those to the purple 
born. Perhaps it was all the more true to life. 
Physically the actress might have been more 
imposing than she was; but she soon became 
a soul rather than a form, as she becomes in 
all her plays. 

Her Gowns Symbolic. 

There was a symbolism in her gowns, as 
may be noticed in all her plays, She first ap- 
peared in black, from head to foot, 
wearing no ornainents save a -:ross-like 
amulet suspended by a lengthy chain. 
This never left her, even in the second act— 
that in Paris—when two bows of red ribbon 
relieved a costume of black-and-white—the 
skirt black and the corsage of a filmy white- 
ness, She wore no rings, no earrings, not 
even flowers, Her costumes were most mod- 
est. Little of neck of arms was visible 
because illusion. black or white, accord- 
ing to the color of the gown, 
concealed all flesh tints to a mere suggestion. 
In the third act she was entirely in white 
crépe, which, when she reclined against the 
bearskin of a diyan, wasthrown into stron 
relief. In the last act she was again in 
somber black, as the occasion required. The 
sim plicity and the subtlety of these costumes 

d asignificance on which one cannot at 
present dilate. 

In the first act was particularly noticeable 
her intensity in listening to the accounts of 
the killing of her lover. The feral instiact of 
her Tartar blood was disclosed at times in the 
guttural utterance of the desire for revenge. 
But let it not be supposed that this manifesta- 
tion was in the slightest degree melodramatic. 
When called to the bed of the dead man 
she ran eagerly, phe see unsuspicious of 
fatal results. Only when physicians tried 
to remove her by gentle force the realization 
of death flashed on her; and her cries were 
most pathetic without being shocking to the 
hearer—an important distinction. 


Triumph of Plainness. 


In the second act, when she meets Ipanoff 
in the Paris salon, one wonders in regarding 
her womanly plainness—this is not a gallant 
word, but one that must be used—that it 
should fascinate L ris Ipanoff. Yet we won- 
der at the triumphs of plainness in real life. 
The actress is most quiet in luring on the mar. 
she hatés; her attitudes, which ‘are never 
stiff, would charm an artist; and a divine 
moderation qualifies her conduct. When 
Loris 1s won, and he kisses her hand in part- 
ing, she wipes away the offensive touch of his 
lips on her glove, not with an intensity of 
scorn, as one might expect, but with a con- 
temptuous exclamation, such as a goddess 
might give to the adoration of a vile peasant, 
There is no effort; she never “rises toa sit- 
uation,” as we are accustomed to say in Eu- 
glish criticism; but when the situations rise 
to her they find her their ‘calm aud unfiurried 
mistress. She does not stop at the climax of 
emotion, but betrays also its subsidence— 
that is, the ground swell of the wave that 
breaks. 

If her passive listening in Act I. was nota- 
ble it was beyond words in Act IIL, when 
Ipanoff relates the particulars of the homicide. 
It matters not that the spectators did not un- 
derstand the spoken words of Ipanoff; all read 
the passions that revealed themselves on the 
blanched face of Fedora, Acting needs no 
language when pantomime is so perfect. The 
greatest actresses who have yet essayed Fedora 
have made her barring of the door tu Ipanoff 
an the culminating point of the situation. 
Not so, the Duse. She is frantic in prevent- 
ing her intended victim from rushing into the 
trap; ehe must save him at all hazards; she 
uses the resources of coquetry; his own pas- 
sion for her will not permit her to degrade 
herself; and in an instant she transforms her- 
self into the slave of love, and sinks into his 
arms. The situation,is not so electrifying as 
American playgoers are accustomed to; it 
was tender, it was melting. ! 

How risque this situation is every one 
knows; Signora Duse elevated it as she did 
the entire play. Not the impropriety, but the 
generosity, the self-abandonment of the 
woman shone out and seemed to burn up all 
the mean imaginings that mediocre acting 
would unquestionably suggest. 

Conveys Only Wholesome Thoughts. 

A foreigner would have looked with as- 
tonishment at the faces of young women in 
the audience. Such young. faces would 
not be seen on the Continent or in 
England. *“‘Are they blissfully ignorant?” 
he would ask at the beginning of the play; 
but be would exclaim, ‘*‘ How greats the in- 
nocence of Liberty!” his fever- 
ish, unwholesome play, as it 
was enacted by Signora Duse, 
could not have conveyed to goodness one un- 
worthy thought. Only the spiritual signifi- 
cance—not the coarseness—of passion was 
there portrayed by the truthful and severe 
genius of this Italian actress, 

A fine and manly Loris Ipanoff, as was to 
be expected from the creator of Armand, was 
furnished by Sig. Ando. His associates were 
not more than adequate, and the scenery was 
not positively shabby, as it was inf“ Camille.” 
This is all that can be said of the environment,

HOT POLITICAL FIGHT IN EVANSTON. 


Candidates for Town Collector Disturb the 
Quiet of the Northern Suburb,

REASONS FOR VOTING FOR ALLERTON. 

Candidates for the Mayoralty as well as 
other men must be judged by the company 
they keep. No matter how abundant in good 
promises an aspirant may be the people 
should see what his surroundings are and who 
are his political sponsors. If the men who 
pat him on the back are cheap professional 
politicians, place-hunters, tax-eaters, and Al- 
dermanic parasites it is better to steer clear of 
him, for those who are his friends before elec- 
tion will be*his bosses after election. 

If those who are closely identified with a 
candidate for the Mayoralty, who appear at 
his meetings and act on his committees, are 
business-men who have much to lose and 
nothing to gain by bad government; if they 
are men who are not eager for office and have 
never made politics a profession, it is safe to 
conclude that they at least are convinced that 
the candidate they favor will give the city a 
business-like, economical administration, fhan- 
aging its affairs with the honesty and intelli- 
gence with which they look after their own. 
The voters cannot do better than to support 


the man they have faith in. 


Last Saturday the Central Music Hall can- 
didate for the Mayoralty had a meeting at 
Battery D. Of those put down as Vice-Presi- 
dents a large proportion held office under 
that candidate when he was Mayor and they 
want to get back again. Forty of them were 
tax-eaters or expectant tax-eaters. Less than 
ten were really business-men. Nearly all 
these Vice-Presidents are opposed to a busi- 
ness administration orto municipal economy, 
and naturally they are for a candidate who 
will stick to the old-fashioned ways of man- 
aging affairs, which are profitable for them 
but not for the community. These spoilsmen 
are pretty bright fellows in their way. They 
know which side their bread is buttered on, 
and they are supporting the man who wiil sup- 
port them. 

The persons who were most prominent at 
the mass-meeting held at the Auditorium night 
before last to indorse the Citizens’ ticket were 
real business-men. They were not expectant 
ufficeholders or would-be farmers of munici- 
pal patronage. They were men who did not 
want places for themgelves or for their 
friends. All that they want to get as the re- 
sult of the election of their candidate, Mr. 
Allerton, is economy, efficiency, cleanliness, 
sanitation, and good order. There are few 
outside of the criminal classes and the tax-eat- 
ers who are not anxious that these inost desir- 
able results should be secured.

SELLING “‘COIN” BONDS ABROAD. 

Mr. Morgan, the New York banker, has 
gone to Europe. It is understood in Wall 
street circles that he has a mission. It is to 
negotiate for the sale of $50,000,000 in gov- 
ernment bonds. Of course this is not ad- 
mitted by any of the parties supposed to be 
concerned in the transaction, as it may got 
be deemed advisable to make the matter 
public till itis known that the sale can be 
effected. Probably many people will say 
there need be no doubt on that point, as the 
rate of interest named is a high one in 
Europe, and the obligations of the United 


out a quibble and before maturity. But it 
should not be forgotten that the law does not 
authorizé the government to specify on the 
face of these bonds that they shall be paid in 
gold, They will be coin bonds, and there- 
fore redeemable either in gold or silver at the 
option of the administration which isin power 
at the time they become due. The question 
may crop. up abroad if President Cleveland 
and Secretary Carlisle can pledge their suc- 
cessors to gold payments which are not so 
nominated in the bond, however willing or 
anxious those gentlemen may be to preserve 
the financial honor of the Nation. 

The bonds could not be sold if the foreign- 
ers asked to buy them insisted on receiving 
them at a discount sufficient to cover the risk 
of being paid in silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, 
because under the terms of the law they may 
not be sold at less than par, and there would 
be no object gained in selling the bonds for 
silver, even ata premium. Already the Unit- 
ed Sta‘es Government has at its command in 
the vaults of the Treasury more silver than it 
can find a good use for. Then another ques- 


dence to make them willing to buy our bonds 
at par in gold, why should it be necessary to 
offer the bonds abroad? There is pienty of 
gold in the United States, unless the official 
estimates are wofully at fault; bat it is 
locked up in strong boxes in the vaults of 
banks and depositories, with probably a little 
here and thers in private hoards. The gold 
has been retired from circulation because 
supposed to be “the safest thing to hold,” 
and doubtiess a great deal of it 1s so held 
by persons who fear the risk of loss 
by sinking to a silver basis is great- 
er than the imcome which couli 
be obtained by putting the gold out 
at interest and agrecing to take the principal 
in the currency that will be legal tender when 
the loan falls due. Is it fair to expect that 
foreigners, who have no interest in the main- 
tenance of our currency at gold par, except 
that some of them are creditors, will be will- 
ing to pay gold fer those coin bonds if they 
recognize evidences of widespread distrust 
among the people of the United States? If 
both are convinced there is no legitimate rea- 
son for alarm it should be easier to sell the 
bonds abroad than at home on account of the 
difference in the prevalent rates paid for the 
use of money on opposite sides of the At- 
lantic. But at least some of the gold now be- 
mg hoarded here is not earning any interest at 
all. and in regard to this the preceding reason- 
ing will not apply.

THE ASSESSING SHOULD STOP. 

Mr. Allerton gave public notice that not 
one penny of the money collected by assess- 
ing city employés should be used in his inter- 
est or that of his associates on the Citizens’ 
ticket.

Mr. Alietton also denounced this practice of 
forcing men to give up part of their pay for 
political purposes. Yet those assessments 
continue, with the approval of Mayor Wash- 
burne, who says that since Mr. Ajlerton re- 
fuses to take the money it will go to help Re- 
publican town tickets.

Mayor Washburne also “ indignantly denied 
the report that Dr. Jamieson or anybody else 
connected with the administration was work- 
ing covertly for Harrison.“ The order to keep 
on with the collection of assessments, after 
Mr. Alierton’s declaration, is an order un- 
friendly to the latter and in the interest of 
Mr. Harrison. It is calculated to irmtate all 
persons in the city employ and induce them, 
out of a spirit of revenge, to vote against the 
Citizens’ ticket. It gives the opponents of 
that ticket a pretext for asserting that Mr. 
Ailerton was not sincere, and that he and the 
Mayor are playing the parts of the good and 
the wicked partner. . 

Under the circumstances this insisting on 
assessments is a gross error. Money is not 
needed for the town tickets in some towns, 
and in others all that is required will be pro- 
vided without taxing city empluyés. Andcer- 
tainly the money should not be used to help 
tough candidates for the Council, who would 
accept it without hesitation. However this 
money is used, Mr. Allerton will be hurt 
rather than aided, and therefore the Mayor, 
since ha is in favor of Mr. Allerton’s election, 
should call off his collectors and leave the em- 
ployés alone. 


THE CONTRACTORS’ CANDIDATE. 

In order to bring home to the property- 
owners their duty to themselves and their fel- 
low-citizens, the committee in charge of Mr. 
Allerton’s campaign should get a list of the 
streets and alleys and thoroughfares in the 
city where improvements by special ussess- 
ment are contemplated, also a list of the prop- 
erty-owners assessed for those improvements, 
and direct their attention to the fact that the 
contractors who are going to do the work are 
every man of them can assing for the gang 
candidate for Mayor. Those contractors form 
the boldest ring that has ever been set up in 
They combine to raise prices. 
They combine to control the appointment of 
the inspectors of public works. They have 
combined to procure exorbitant assossments 
for the improvements that they may be able 
to bring in large bills for extras. They are 
now trying to procure the repeal of an ordi- 
nancé which was passed to make the amount 
of the assessments something like the actual 
cost of the work, because that ordinance 
interferes with their claims for extras. 
Under the old system there were large sur- 
pluses. The contractors almost invariably 
demanded pay for extra work so as to eat up 
these surpluses, and their claims were always 
allowed. No rebates were paid till the con- 
tractor was satisfied,and he took care tosee that 
they were very smail, It is notorious, too, that 
the cuntracters insist on the appointment of 
friendly inspectors to pass on the work and on 
the material used. This year about $15,000,000 
will be paid out for work done under the 
special assessment plan. Do the property- 
owners who will pay this money want it ex- 
pended under a Mayor pledged to an adminis- 
tration on businegs principles, whose own 
character is a guarantee of business methods, 
or under an administration dominated by the 
gang which made the nominations in the mob 
convention in Central Music Hail on the last 
day of February? 

The contractors’ combine and the gang 
Aldermen offered that nomination to Wash- 
ington Hesing if he would accept their terms. 
They wanted the selection of the Commus- 


trol of the patronage. He refused. There- 
upon they supported Mr. Harrison for the 
nomination aud are supporting him now. 
They have their reasons for it. 


THE DIABOLICAL TRUST COMBINES, 

The legislative examination of the books 
kept by the manager of the Minnesota Bu- 
reau of Coal Statistics has« caused a great 
sensation. If reports are correct those books 
show the existence of a combine in coal fully 
as comprehensive and grasping as anything 
that has been alleged against any one of the 
coinbinations formed to control the supply 
of necessaries of life to the public. The com- 
bine has made prices to the consumer and re- 
morselessly cut off supplies from any dealer 
who may have ventured to reduce rates, 
though he might shade them by only one or 
two cents per ton. Dealers were obliged to 
pay to the local manager of the combine a big 
license fee as an additional insurance of their 
fealty to the nefarious gang which had under- 
taken to bleed the public through the medium 
of bills for coal. 

Every one of the trusts has acted on this ras- 
cally policy, with slight variations in detail. 
The whisky trust sought to control by insti- 
tuting a system of rebates, payable only to 
those who could show that they had not hand- 
led goods bought from others in the pre- 
ceding six months. The watch trust played a 
similar game on retailers of watches for 
years, perhaps does so yet. The sugar com- 
bine has tried to prevent the dealer from sell- 
ing to the consumer below stated prices. The 
Diamond match concern has sought to gain 
color for a like proceeding by pretendmmg that 
the dealer acts only aa an agent for the manu- 
facturer, the title tothe property nominally 
remaining in the latter till the goods are sold. 

All these and several others that might be 
named are working to build up, monopolies 
or to maintain and extend the power of mo- 
nopolies previously built up, by which the 
producer who has raw material to sell and the 
consumer who wants to buy the fiuished prod- 
uct are equally denied the benefit that flows 
from competition. The one is obliged to sell 
to a monopoly, which pays only the lowest 
price, and the other is forced to buy from the 
same monopoly at higber prices than he 
would otherwise be compelled to pay, the only 
alternative to the latter being that he shall 
not buy the goods. In doing this the trusts 
are acting in contravention of the common 
iaw as well as directly against the interests of 
the great masses of the people, cutting off 
competition both in front and behind them. 

The Republican party must make war, real 
earnest war, upon this awful, diabolical trust 
business, if it would regain public contidence 
and power. The time for shilly shally dealing 
with the infernal business has passed. It has 
been suffered to grow and spread till it has be- 
come a cancerous disease that threatens to 
eat out the vitals of the body politic, which 
can only be saved by a radical extirpation of

_ . HAWAIIAN ANNEXATION, 
The North American Review for March con- 
tains a noteworthy article on the Sandwich 
Islands and the advantages of annexation. It 


Minister of Hawaii and Chairman’ of the 
Hawaiian Annexation Commission. He says 
that though Hawaii has been but little cun- 
sidered by the average American citizen, yet 
for the last sixty years the United States has 
pursued one consistent and persistent policy 
in regard to it—namely: that the preservation 
of the Hawaiian Islands from the dominion or 
control of any other great nation is essential 
to the welfare of the United States. This 
policy was initiated by John Quincy Adams 
in 1826 in a treaty which recognized the inde- 
pendence of Hawaii and treated with that 
country as aa equal. In 1842 President Tyler, 
voicing also the sentiments of Secretary Web- 
ster, thus referred to Hawaiiin his message 
to Congress: 

It cannot but be in conformity with the wishes 
of the government and the people of the United 
States that this community. . . should be re- 
spected and all its rights strictly and conscien- 
tiously regarded. . while its nearer ap- 
proach to this continent and the intercourse 
which American vessels have with it . could 
not but create dissatisfaction on the part of the 
United States at any attempt by another power 
to take possession of the isl ands. ) 

President Taylor in his message in 1849 
said : 

It is our duty to encourage the authorities of 
these islands in their efforts to improve and ele- 
vate the moral and political conditions of the in- 
habitants. Wo could in no event be indif- 
ferent to their passing under the dominion of any 
other power. And it is to be hoped that no 
one of them will attempt to interpose obstacles to 
the entire independence of the islands. . 

In 1850 the two countries adopted a more 
elaborate treaty than the original one, and, 
in 1851, President Fillmore said in his mes- 
sage! 

Long before the events which have of late im- 
parted so muchimportance to the possessions of 
the United States on the Pacific we acknowl- 
edged the independence of the Hawaiian Gov- 
ernment. This government was first in taking 
that step, and several of the leading powers of 
Europe immediately followed. We were in- 
fluenced in this measure by the existing and 
prospective importance of the islands as a place 
of refuge and refreshment for our vessels and by 
the consideration that they lie in the course of 
the great trade which mast, at no distant day, 
be carried on between the western coast of North 
America and Eastern Asia. 

The occasion for these declaratious was the 
hostile attitude of both England and France. 
The British took possession of the islands in 
February, 1848, and for five months the Eu- 
glish flag floated over Hawaii. A few years 
later the indications were that the French 
proposed to extend to Hawaii their policy of 
annexation in the Pacific. So evident were 
their intentions that King Kaméhaméha III. 
executed a treaty ceding Hawaii to the United 
States and forwarded it to Washington with 
the request for protection against French ag- 
gression. Ou this occasion Secretary Web- 
ster made the unequivocal declaration: “I 
trust the French will not take possession, but 
if they do they will be aislodged, if my advice 
is taken, if the whole power of the govern- 
ment is required to do it.” 

The emphatic position taken by the United 
States prevented further foreign aggression, 
aud the document ceding Hawaii to the United 
States was magnanimously returned after 
some months’ detention. In 1854a full treaty 
of annexation was negotiated with King 
Kaméhaméha III., providing that Hawaii was 
to come into the Union as a State, but it 
failed of execution owing to his sudden death. 
In 1868 President Johnson said in his address 
in reference to a treaty which had been nego- 
tiated by the State Department: 

A reciprocity treaty, while it could not materi- 
ally diminish the revennes of the United States, 
would be a guarantee of the good will and for- 
bearance of all nations wnfil the people of the 
islands shall of themselves, at no distant day, vol- 
untarily apply for admission into the Union. 

The treaty was not confirmed, but negotia- 
tions were continued. In 1875 Gen. J. M. 
Schofield, then commanding the Division of 
the Pacific, reportea to Congress his belief 
that the Hawaiian Islands never can have the 
power to maintain their own neutrality, that 
the British Empire stood ready to enter 
into an alliance witb them, and that we could 
not deny the right of the islands to seek else- 
where the little aid they seek if we denied it 
ourselves. He said: 

The Hawaiian Islands constitute the only natu- 
ral outpost to the defenses of the Pacific coast. 
In the possession of a foreign naval power in 
time of war as a depot from which to fit out hos- 
tile expeditions against this coast and our com- 
merce on the Pacific Ocean they would afford the 
means Of incalculable injury to the United 
States. A 

In 1876, under President Grant and Secre- 
tary Fish, with the active support of promi- 
nent statesmen of both parties, both Houses 
of Congress approved of a treaty of reciproci- 
ty by which the United States secured from 
Hawaii the free admission of almost all Amer- 
ican products and an agreement that Hawaii 
would make no similar treaties with and con- 
cede no territory to any other country. In 
November, 1881, the United States Minister at 
Honolulu reported that attempts were being 
made to extend British power at the islands, 
and Secretary Blaine stated that under no cir- 
cumstances would the United States permit 
the transfer of the territory or sovereignty of 
those islands to any of the great European 
powers. A further dispatch in Decem- 
ber, 1882, reviewed the relations be- 
tween the two countries. It stated 
that the United States was one of the 
first among the great nations totake active in- 
terest in upbuilding Hawaiian independence 
and the creation of political life for ita people. 
It had consistently and successfully endeavored 
to enlarge the material prosperity of Hawaii, 
and proposed to be equally unremitting in the 
future to maintain and develop the advan- 
tages which have accrued to Hawaii and draw 
closer the ties which imperatively unite it to 
the great body of. the American Common- 
wealth. And in this line of action the United 
States— 
cannot permit such obvious neglect of national 
interest as would be involved by silent acquies- 
cence in any movement looking to any lessening 
of those amenities, and the substitution of alien 
and hostile interests. It firmly believes the posi- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands, as a key to the 
dominion of the American Pacific, demands neu- 
trality, to which end it will earnestly codperate 
with the native government; and , through any

Tuz Council. Bluffs Nonpareil commends 
the statement by Tan Trisuns that “there is 
no more sense, reason, or justice in buying 
up the product of the silver mines to be stored 
on government account than there would be 
in the Treasury taking from the cotton and 
wheat raisers their surplus produce and hold- 
ing it over the heads of the trade.” But the 
Nonpareil adds: There is none too much sil- 
ver purchased for the needs of the people. Coin 
it and send it abroad among the masses.” Is 
it meant by this that Uncle Sam should take 
the silver dollar product of the mints and 
scatter it. broadcast over the States in 
much the same fashion that some English 
candidates for membership in Parliament 
used to scatter shillings in the crowds of the 
olden time about election day? Or is it 
meant that the silver certificates issued 
against the silver dollars in the Treasury 
should be retirea and the people obliged to 
pay in silver dollars or nothing? The first 
would be absurd and the second cause much 
inconvenience. But it is well to find the 
paper agreeing that “the accumulation of 
silver at the mints tends to keep down the 
price of the metal.” Yet it would be of in- 
terest to know what is meant by tne advice to 
coin the silver now stored in the mints to 
redeem the certificates. If the adviser wishes 
to have the Treasury notes redeemed with less 
than two-thirds of the silver received in ex- 
change for them it would be proper to say 80.

Bisnor Wiaecer, the Ultramontane and Ca- 
henslyite prelate of Newark, has heard from 
and heeded Mgr.

A CORRRSPONDENT in Eau Claire, Wis., asks 
why the United States Government does not 
pay all its debts in the kind of money it can 
best spare, whether those debts are in the 
nature of bonds or are due to its officers for 
services rendered. He may be answered by 
the statement that the government makes all 
its domestic paymentsin the same kind of 
money that it receives from the people. And 
that is mostly silver paper, that is, paper 
issued against silver restngin the vaults of 
the Treasury. The foreign expenses of its 
servants have to be paid in gold or in paper 
which will bring gold when presented abroad, 
and this would have to be the case if we 
should sink to the basis of a 64-cent dollar, 
which is what the correspondent seems to de- 
sire. The salaries of Ministers and their at- 
tachés, of other officials stationed abroad, 
and the payments made at foreign naval sta- 
tions for necessary supplies must all be paid 
for with gold or on the gold basis, for the 
simple reason that the United States silver 
dollar is not esteemed by the people of other 
countries as worth more than about 64 cents, 
that being the commercial value of the silver 
contained in the coin. 


Tux United States Treasury has bought silver 
this week at 82.75 cents per fine ounce. This 
corresponds to 64 cents for the value of the 
pure silver in the United States dollar and to 
a ratio of 25 to one for the values of equal 
weivhts of gold and silver. It is the lowest 
price paid by the government since the silver 
purchase law went into effect, but is not 
quite so low as one or two quotations which 
were made in Europe in the latter part of 
last December. It is noteworthy that the 
Wall street quotation for last Monday, the 
day on which silver was sold at 82%, was 83 
cents, that being for certificates of silver on 
deposit in private hands in New York. This 
bears out a statement made by Taz Trreunz 
a few weeks ago in answer to a charge of un- 
fairness in making the silver quotation. And 
the fact that owners of silver are willing to 
sell the metal at 4 per cent of an equal weight 
of gold ought to be sufficient to convince the 
most rabid silver men that it is idle to expect 
silver and goid coula be kept in circulation 
side by side under free coinage at the ratio of 
16 to one. 


Wrrum the last few weeks there has been a 
decline of 38 cents on the dollar in sugar 
stocks, 35 in whisky, 15in lead and cordage, 
and a rather extensive break in some other 
trust stocks. The question is asked, What is to 
become of the so-called industrials? The peo- 
ple who have money to invest speculatively 
have lost confidence in them, and the bankers 
look askance when asked to loan money on 
these stocks as security, even at reduced 
prices. Thisin face of reports, true or false, 
that profits continue large, and the rate of in- 
come abtained from the stock is generally 
supposed to be a pretty good indication of its 
selling value in the market. It must be that 
there is a widespread fear of competition by 
outside concerns attracted by the reported 
profits, or an idea that legislation will at no 
distant day render it impossible to keep up 
their nefarious organizations, or both. Prob- 
ably the latter consideration is the more ef. 
fective.. The trust method has been so ex-

All duties are to be laid ad va- 
lorem, A distinction is made between luxuries 
and necessities. Luxuries, itis declared, are 
to be taxed just high enough to produce rev- 
enue and not so high as to prevent importa-

CRIMINAL ACTION AGAINST M’LEOD. 


Bankers Who Loaned Him Money Said to 
Be Preparing a Charge 

New Yorx, March 22.—[Special. |—There 
was a report in Wall street this afternoon that 
the banking firm of Speyer & Co., which lent 
$300,000 to the Reading company about three 
weeks ‘before the road went into the hands of 
the receivers, proposed to bring a eriminal 
action against President McLeoa for obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses. The firm 
hoids the general mortgage 4 per cent bonds 
of the Reading company as security for the 
loan, which matures in October. The Messrs. 
Speyer & Co. declined to talk about the matter. 

A spirited meeting of bondholders of the 
Philadelphia and Reading railroad was held 
in the office of the Mercantile Trust company 
today. The general mortgage fours and the 
income bonds were largely represented. ‘The 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss the ap- 
plication of the Reading receivers for permis- 
sion to issue receiver’s certificates. Ihe pre- 
vailing sentiment was unanimously opposed 
t the issuing of certificates 
which shou.d take precedence of the 
bonds as liens on the property. It 
was determined to oppose Mr. McLeod’s 
plan of issuing receiver’s certificates persist- 
ently until the bondholders were informed for 
what purpose the money realized from the 
certificates is to be used. 

Besides opposing the issuance of receiver’s 
certificates the General Mortgage Bond- 
holders’ committee will endeavor to have Mr. 
McLeod removed from the receivership on the 
ground that his incumbency of that office 
makes it impossible to place the Read:ug com- 
ing on a sound financial basis.

Every Section Represented by a Hungry 
Horde of Officeseekers. 


Wasurneton, D. C., March 22.—[Special. |— 
After twenty-four hours’ rest the officeseekers 
came down on the President today. No sec- 
tion in the United States was unrepresented. 
Nearly all of those who submitted their cards 
were received, and several State delegations, 
notably from Tennessee, Virginia, and Mon- 
tana, were accorded most hearty welcome.

LIFE IN A MILITARY GARRISON. 


Chaplain Allen Allensworth Delivers a 
Lecture at First Presbyterian Church. 
By request of Dr. Barrows Chaplain Allen 

Allensworth, Twenty-fourth Infantry, who is 

on duty in connection with the Fair, delivered 

a lecture on The Business and Social Life of 

a Military Garrison” at the First Presby- 

terian Church, Indiana avenue and T'wenty- 

first street, last night, The business routine of 

a military garrison, he said, was similar to that 

of a city, the post commander being the May- 

or. The couficil of administration, post surgeon, 
quartermaster, and anc oy superintendent 
of schools, were all explained, showmg that 
an army officer must not only be a fighter but 

a business-man. The courts of justice and how 

they are constitated were described; the 

speaker told how the profits derived from the 
sale of beer and other articles were given to the 
soldiers to purchase Juxuries for their tables. 

An education in the common English branches 

was given the soldier, so that when he re- 

turned to civil life he would be prepared for 
intelligent citizenship. 

Many reforms had been instituted in the 
last five years, some considered by military 
men an advantage and others a detri/nent, 
Especially noteworthy was a recent act of 
Congress limiting a private’s military service 
to ten years. This reform was made in the 
interest of economy at the expense of justice 
and discipiine. The social life of a military 
garrison, he said, was cosmopolitan in char- 
acter and each endeavored to make life pleas- 
ant for the o ers. 

That a false impression has prevailed 
among a large class of civilians as to 
character and composition of the United 
States army the speaker was certain. Among 
its officers were to be found noble men of 
honor and culture, and among their families 
women of education, refinement, and Chris- 
tian graces. Among the enlisted men educa- 
tion, excellent character, and laudable am bi- 
tion were common, and the rank and file of u 
military garrison would compare favorably 
with any community of the same number of 
inhabitants.

Che coal investigation difficulty again came 
to the front in the House today.

N Williams Files a Bill for Injunc- 
tlon—Fair Would Be Affected. 
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SPECIAL EXHIBITS MAY BE MADE. 
Dilinois Senate Advances the Bill Making 


Beekeepers’ Association to enable them to 
make an appropriate exhibit at the World’s 
Fair had second reading. 

Senator Johanson moved to strike out the 
enacting clause. 

Senator ferguson said it was time to stop 
the too liberal measuring out of the public 
money. But the dairy and horticultural inter- 
ests were large and among the most important 
in the State. Unless this bill became a law 
a not be represented in the national 
building at the Fair. The bill should become 
a law. 

Senators Berry, Bass, and Salomon also 
made strong arguments for the bill, as it was 
intended to give representation to three of the 
most important industries of the State, which 
otherwise could have no exhibit at the Fair. 
The motion to strike out the enacting clause 
was tabled by a vote of 37 yeas to 10 nays. 

Al discussion followed upon an amend- 
ment which provided that none of the officers 
of the Horticultural, Dairymen’s, or Bee- 
keepers’ Associations’ should receive anything 
for their services in making an exhibit. After 
the discussion of the amendment had been 
carried on for over an hour Senator Ferguson 
moved the previous question, resulting in the 
adoption of the amendment by a vote of 26 to 
21. The bill was then advanced to third read- 
ing without objection. 

EMPIRE STATE APPROPRIATION, 


The Assembly Passes the Bill with Only 
Five Negative Votes. 

Atpany, N. T., March 22.—[ Special. ]—The 
Assembly has passed the bill appropriating 
$300,000 additional for the use of the General 
Managers of New York exhibit at the World's 
Fair. ‘When the bill was taken up Leader 
Quigly of the Democrats said the statement 
made by the Controller showed that none of 
the former appropriation had been wrongful- 
ly used. There might have been some ex- 
travagances and some errors of judg- 
ment, but these were trivial in 
comparison with the great object 
that wasso near attainment. At first it was 
thought that it couid be left with individual 
exhibiters to provide a suitable display at 
Chicago, but now it was found that if the 
State was tu be suitably represented it would 
need this money. The vote was: Yeas, 120; 
nays, 5—Congdon of Allegany and Hotaling 
of Onondaga (Reps.), Deitsch of Brooklyn, 
Ryder and Drypoulcher of New York ( Dems.) 
The bill will go to the Governor tomorrow.

Order Regarding Middlemen.

He is- 
sued yesterday to all the department chiefs the 
following order: No person will be recognized 
or permitted to act as agent in the World's 
Columbian Exposition for an exhibiter or fora 
foreign or State commission until he shali have 
filed satisfactory evidence of his authority. In 
the case of agents for domestic exhibiters satis- 
factory evidence will be a formal power of attor- 
ney, which must be filed with the chief of the de- 
partment to which the exhibits pertain. In the 
case of agents for foreign exhibiters satisfactory 
evidence will be the written authority (preferably 
er of attorney) of the principal, which must 
approved by the Commissioner-in-Chief of the 
country of which the exhibiter is a subject, and 
filed in the office of the Director-General. In the 
case of agents for foreign and State commissions 
the eo evidence will be the written authority 
of head of the commission, which must be at- 
tested by the Secretary of said commission and 

ed in the office of the Director-General.”

HAWAIIANS DESIRE 10 BE ADOPTED 


— 


Ex-Gov. Ormsby of the Samoan Commis- 
sion Finds the Sentiment at Honolulu 
Favorable te a Territorial Government 
Under the United States—The Deposed 
Queen and Her Followers Under British, 
Influence—Work of Mr. Ormsby and 
His Associates in Navigator’s Islands. 

“ During a stay of nine hours at Honolulu 
I was thoroughly convinced that there is 3 
general desire among the people of Hawaii to 
be annexed to the United States and given a 
territorial government.” 

Ex- Gov. E. J. Ormsty of Vermont made 
this assertion at the Victoria yesterday, after 
stating that he was on his way home from the 
Samoa Islands, 2.000 miles beyond Hawaii. 
He left Apia March 2 and reathed Honolulu 
at noon, March 9, and passed the afternoon 
with Minister Stevens. He said: 

“Everything was quiet there then, and I 
learned that there is great anxiety on the 
part of a majority of the people to be au- 
nexed. Minister Stevens expressed himself 
to me as feeling confident that this is what 
will be done. From other sources, however, 
I found that the deposed Queen and her 
friends were much more favorable to the En- 


glish Government.”’ 

As provided for in a joint treaty between 
the United States, Great Britain. and Ger- 
many, ratified June 14, 1889, creating a Board 
of Land Commissioners for Samoa, ex-Gov. 
Ormsby has been sojourn in that far-away 
land as the representative of tne United States 
Government since mber, 1890. He is 
now going home on sixty days’ leave of ab- 
sence and expects before the expjration of that 
time to be retired. 

„My resignation,” he said, is in the hands 
of the officials at Washington and will un- 
duubtedly be accepted. 

Great Britain is represented on the comm is- 
sion by Bazett M. Haggard, »rother of Rider 
Haggard, the novelist, and Germany by T. 
Grenier. Mr. Ormsby is the Chairman. 

Duties of the Commission. 


“The duty of thie commission.“ said Mr. 
Ormsby, has been to examine and 2 —— 
the validity of all claims to lands heid by 
aliens in Samoa, which includes the group of 
the Navigator's Islands. Savii and Upolu are 
the principal ones. The latter is the largest 
of group. Is is thirty-five miles long and 
fifteen miles wide. The population of Samoa 
numbers 35,000 natives and about 400 aliens, 
including the half castes. The aliens are nearly 
equally divided between English and Ger- 
mans, there being not more than a dozen 


Americans. 5 . 

„Our headquarters are at Apia, the capital 
and only post of entry. There also is where 
the white population seems to be centered and 
Malietoa has his residence as well as his seat 
of government, Muli Muu, which is within the 
a of Apia but located on a penin- 
sula. 

“Under the treaty all alien claimants of 
land were required to present their claims to 
the commission on or before Oct. 1, 1891; 
those not in by that time are forever barred. 
We received 3,706 and have reported on 1,870. 
The treaty provides that the work shall be 
concluded in two years,or by June 1 this 
year? But thw time is entirely too short. 
Two years more will be required and it is ex- 
pected that the interested powers will unite in 
making the extension. 


Grounds of Title. 


“Art. 4of the treaty has to do with the 
commission and its work only, and under 
Sec. 11 all claims founded on mere agree- 
ments to purchase or options to sell land are 
invalid and must be rejected. The same is 
true in cases where the original native deed 
fails to contain a sufficient description of 
boundary lines; also in all claims where the 
Commissioners find that the consideration 

id by claimant was insufficient. More than 

if a million acres have been rejected and 
restored to native contro} under the provisions 
of Sec. 11 alone and many thousands of acres 
for other reasons. 

Most of the alien holdings are based on 
agreements to purchase made prior to 1872.

Are a Happy People. 

“The Samoans are happy, coatented, and 
indolent. They have no ambition to be other 
than they are. No thought is taken of the 
morrow except on Friday, when plans are 
made to procure enough food to carry them 
over Sunday. In their vocabulary there are 
no such words as time and distance. Physic- 
ally both the men and women compare favor- 
ably with the people of any country. Many 
of the women are handsome, and, while their 
mode of dress would shock the sensibilities of 
American society, their bearing is modest. 
They are remarkably kidd to each other and 
adhere to their native manner of living. 

** Along the coast and about eight miles west 
of the seat of government, King Malietoa’s 
rival chief, Mataafa, has set upon an estab- 
hshment and has been playing government 
for over a year. Butno collision has taken 
place as yet. Cocoanut meat, the chief arti- 
cle of export, is low in price, being worth only 
$30 a ton, whereas two years ago it brought

STEAMSHIP RATES TO GO HIGHER. 


It Wil} Cost More to Come te America 
This Season than Last. ,

They 
spoke substantially as did A. C. H. Nyland of 
the Netherlands American Steam Navigation 
company, who said: “We have as yet re- 
ceived no word concerning an increase of 
rates, but will, no doubt, in a few months.
